GENERAL  PROVISIONS  OF  HEALTH  SERVICES  FOR  THE  AREA. 


The  Public  Health  Officers  of  the  Authority  are  a  Medical 
Officer  of  Health  (also  Medical  Officer  of  Health  of  Plympton  Rural 
District,  Kingsbridge  Rural  District,  Salcombe  Urban  District, 
Kingsbridge  and  Salcombe  Port  Sanitary  Authority  and  Medical 
Officer  to  the  South  Devon  Water  Board). 

Deputy  Medical  Officer  of  Health  (occasional). 

One  full-time  Surveyor  and  Sanitary  Inspector. 

LABORATORY  FACILITIES.— The  Public  Health  Labora¬ 
tory  Service  provide  a  service  for  the  investigation  of  communicable 
disease  and  the  examination  of  milk,  water  supplies,  ice  cream  and 
foodstuffs,  etc.  I  am  grateful  for  their  assistance  and  willing 
co-operation  at  all  times. 

PROVISION  OF  ANTITOXIN.— Diphtheria  Anti-Toxin  is 
available,  free  of  cost,  through  the  general  practitioner  service, 
and  stocks  are  kept  at  local  hospitals. 

NURSING  ARRANGEMENTS.— There  is  one  District  Nurse/ 
Midwife  working  the  area.  Supervision  is  carried  out  by  the  County 
Nursing  Officers.  The  nurse  is  qualified  to  administer  analgesics. 

MIDWIVES. — The  Midwives  Act  is  administered  by  the 
County  Council,  which  investigates  cases  of  Maternal  Mortality 
and  Puerperal  Disease.  There  is  one  practising  midwife  in  the 
District. 

MATERNITY  AND  CHILD  WELFARE  CENTRE.— There 
is  a  Centre  in  Kingsbridge,  which  is  open  on  Wednesdays  each 
week.  The  attendance  has  been  very  good  during  the  year. 

VENEREAL  DISEASES  TREATMENT.— At  the  Venereal 
Disease  Dept.,  City  Hospital,  Plymouth.  Female  in-patients  are 
also  sent  to  St.  Mary’s  Home,  Exeter.  A  refund  of  rail  or  bus  fare 
can  be  made  in  suitable  cases  by  applying  to  the  Medical  Officer  of 
the  Centre  or  to  the  County  Medical  Officer. 

Treatment  is  also  available  from  a  certain  number  of  selected 
General  Medical  Practitioners  specially  approved  for  the  purpose 
by  the  County  Council,  and  Ministry  of  Health.  There  is  one  such 
practitioner  at  Modbury,  and  another  at  Kingsbridge. 

ORTHOPAEDIC  TREATMENT  is  available  through  the 
Devon  Association  for  Orthopaedics  as  in-patients  at  Exeter  and 
Ivybridge,  and  for  adults  at  Mount  Gold  Hospital,  Plymouth. 
For  out-patients  there  is  a  clinic  at  Kingsbridge  and  the  South- 
West  Clinic  which  deals  with  this  district  as  well,  held  at  the  Mutley 
Assembly  Rooms,  Plymouth. 


THE  SOUTH  HAMS  COTTAGE  HOSPITAL  provides  16 
beds  for  patients  from  Kingsbridge  and  the  surrounding  district.

ISOLATION  HOSPITAL. — Cases  of  infectious  disease  are 
sent  to  the  Swilly  Isolation  Hospital.  Patients  are  removed  by  the 
Plymouth  Ambulance  Service  on  behalf  of  the  Devon  County 
Council. 

NON-INFECTIOUS  CASES  AND  ACCIDENTS.— The  Devon 
County  Council  Ambulance  Service  provide  transport  for  non- 
inf  ectious  cases  and  accidents.

SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA. 


WATER  SUPPLY  (Moorland  Supply)  from  Kingsbridge  and 
Salcombe  Water  Board. 

The  Water  Supply  is  derived  from  the  Kingsbridge  and  Sal¬ 
combe  Water  Board,  and  is  satisfactory  in  quality  and  quantity. 

Bacteriological  examinations  of  the  raw  water  are  made  by  the 
Water  Board  ;  samples  of  water  going  into  supply  were  submitted 
for  analysis  and  were  satisfactory. 

No  trace  of  lead  was  detected  in  chemical  examinations  of  this 
water. 

The  water  is  chlorinated. 

DRAINAGE  AND  SEWERAGE. — No  sewerage  scheme  of 
note  has  been  carried  out  during  the  year. 

PUBLIC  CLEANSING. — No  alteration  in  the  system,  which 
is  satisfactory  in  all  respects.
